Some (as Proclus, Hermias> Syri- 
ax, and many others) 'betwixt God and the ratio- 
nal Soul place a great number of creatures ; part of 
theſe they call Ne , y:5pa, Tatclligible ; part In- 
telletual : which rerms P/ato ſometimes confound- 
eh ; as in his Phedo. Plotinus, Porphyrins, and ge-
